The news that the sugar trust case 
had been decided against the trust 
was not generally known until nearly 
noon, but before the Stock Exchange 
opened rumors were freely circulated 
that a receiver was to be appointed, 
and there were large crowds of brokers 
waiting to execute the selling orders 
received since Saturday. Rumors of 
the probability of a receivership frigh- 
tened off buyers, and as a result, the 
heavy selling caused a sharp decline. 
Prices dropped 354 to 62, then rallied 
to 64 on reports that no decision had 
been handed down, and when the 


official news adverse to the decision 
was published the price fell from 64 
to 59%. ‘The sales in the first hour 
were beavy, amounting to one-fourth 
ef the entire capital of the trust. 
While the decline was in full force, 
the rest of the market became stag- 
nant, and during the greater pari of 
the day the transactions in the sugar 
trust absorbed all interest.
